HODQSON'S JOURNGY IN SEARCH 

OF LKICJI11ARI1T. 
So recently engaged in con side ring the 
labours uf our present explorers; U may 
he supposed, that any iiilonnatiou capable 
of tilling up the lacuna which may 
exist in the various accounts, so as to com- 
plete the required details, would be wel- 
comed by us with satisfaction, and ihere.- 
■fore it w»s with no small degree of plei- 
< sore that wc. received a volume but re- 
cently arrived in the colony, entitled, 
H /Zej/c(Vft>c^jiefj vf Au$irafiti t ivitli liirjla 
on the Squatler's Life. I5y CiiafsTorHER 
I'KMHhBTOH HonnsaN." Mr. Hoij»so«, it 
■will he rrmcmhered, was the gentle mail 
thaf led the gallant baud of Tidveiilurrrs 
who, in the year 1815, wenloulin seanh 
of his former, leader, Mr. Li;ic!inAtini.

But kit motiniaiii was called Mount 
Neville, after his Christian name. Names 
so pnt down un the maps are not 
likely to remain there, and it-is very clear 
that Ltficir/fAHrJT must have seen such 
it'uouVm'Bnd ronsptcirous mountains, hefore 
Mr. llDnosoN. But the objeelof uur re- 
marks is not lo blaine that gentleman for 
recollecting those who had rendered him 
service, but to point out that such recol- 
lection alum; is not satisfactory to of hers, 
who were, perhaps, eijuilly as zealous in 
the good cause. 

The comparison ' of .Mr. Hofjosoh's 
map with that of! LmciaiAitnT, leads 
us, lo conclude, that the southern por- 
tion was compiled in p»rt from the 
latter; and that 'the ' river named 
after LEiciiHAitnTby noboaON is the same 
as the Dawson of Leichbardt, and the 
branch which falls i nlo it firorri, Mount Aid ia 
the same as Pahn-Tree Creek, ths retreat of 
the Ilodgsoman Xenovuoh having com- 
menced from the head of Robinson's 
Creek, in the parallel of 25'. 

It is somen" bat singular, that Ho dbsom's 
Mount A Mis should he placed i u 25' 15, 
and Lr.ieiniAKnT's Mount Aldis in about 
2iSi-aO or agimilea' to the tiottli. . Hut 
it wuuld not he singular should Lftuu- 
haht's Mount Aldia turo out to be rfooo- 
sow's Mount Clarke j for the former 
says, ' I tamed round a range nt 
the left of Zamia Creek (introduced in 
JfonosoN's map;) U» two most " eoM- 
epicttows" mountains we hud seen a long 
time ago ; the one a' sMrp peak tvmctl 
with scruli ; the other dome shaped, I 
named Mount Nicholson. They are ex- 
cellent landmark*, and mutt be teen from 
a great distance from tie norfk-eatf." 
" iw, as before stated, wc believe Mr. 

KiGSON saw these /rom a greet distance; 
and speaking of his Mount Aldis, he says 
he found there " the wrui an jm pediment 
again that he had lo penetrate " amile 
of scrubby precipices and that " to our 
left an enormous scrub ran as far as Ihe 
eye could reach." There can be no 
doubt, therefore, that neither Messrs. 
Alms and Lynn, nor thai [kl- 
triarchal gentleman, the Kcverettd 
Mr, CLAitKEof PjtramaUa will gain any 
trqmortaliLy from Mr. Jlonososr's canoni- 
sation of their names ; for it is clear, that 
the explorer's latitudes are as wide of the 
mark a% hismagnettcal obiervatious were, 
'vhich made the variation of the compass 
during his journey 12', hut which, we 
observe, he has had sense enough to omit 
in his book. Nor have ive any confidence 
in his distances. In his return journey 
from Lr:icniiAlinr, he boasted of doing in 
two days what had taken five weeks. 
LtacmiAUnT modestly allows, that he re- 
turned from seveiily miles beyond Jimha, 
Cliimbore, or Jimhoiir {for il figures un- 
der these three forms, and in llontisuH's 
map as Fhnbuur), He tells us now, 
his juorney fit Bedeck of Zikicii- 
HAJtox to and fro made lcWO miles. 
Ws fiml by his map that Uw dicuct ilia- 



laticc was scarcely 100 
parted from Leiuimakbt, 
same true north-west route hut ISO miles 
to. his ruillieat fruui Jimha. By lliu jour- 
'nal the distance from Jitnkt to Kent's 
l.agaou is scarcely 88 uiilns ; from limit's 
Lagoon, Lti c 1 1 il s n 1 1 T ssfysv' he letni ne d . 
Hut in the book before lis, fliere are HI J 
(titles addeil to 60, which were travetlep 
belnern Kent's Lagoon, ■ and where he 
says he parltd from LPiettiiAitur. But 
he did this according to buth accounts, in 
two days. Could fired horses have been 
ridden through such a country, or 
even HO miles in two days; anil how 
con "0 be made equal lu 110, ex- 
cept by multiplying Jy fwo> There is 
a mystery in this. * Again, in 
his journey out in search of 
LeicHiiAnm, his log makes it B7-J 
miles from Jiinba to where he parted from 
LkjCUIIabot ; here then we have a diffe- 
rence of only 1 1 } miles between the dis- 
tance from Jinilw ta Kent's Lsgoon, 
and from Jiniha to the parting place I 
1 1 J miles may he accounted for by o va- 
riation of route. But between B7^ miles 
and liai there is a difference of 'ioj : — . 
we repeal there is mystery in all this. 

Once ..inure, accord iug to the joutnal, 
from the spot where Honosorf .left, Lgicit- 
ilAtinT,'to the spot where his companions 
left IIodcIson', the distance is 161 miles; 
that is, about S» miles inure than the di- 
rect distance on a true N.W, course.

The distance from Sydney to jimha and 
back, is thus 1 165 .miles,- or, 58.0 odd 
miles from Sydney to-Jimba.

some, recollectiou that, when the account 
appeared first in the IStiald, the laud jour- 
ney beyond - Jimba .and back was stated 
to be GOO miles. If is quite' cer- 
tain that we can place no dependence 
on Mr. IIuiiusom as a gcograjilier' nnd that 
'a all wc have been endeavouring to show.

ber of men between SI and 45 is by doath 
and advancing years decreasing at the rate of 
about 3 COO annually, Tvh ile tho supply js only 
about 1 D00, Ibero will elapse about fouiteua 
years before this effestivo class of labour 
(21—46) will ccaau diminishing, Then the 
pastoral trticts and sleek art emending end will 
extend for a like rcriod sit loaat. I hold, there- 
fore, that on ioinoilnitmr of labour is necessary 
iu order to enable tho colony to preserve its 
increase nnd occupj its lands. Whether it ho 
necessary to the hagipiness of the Qolouitta that 
the rjinuillty of wool should be increased or 
kept up toils present point is another question, 
which I do not enter up. 

Ono of your eorrespondenn calculates that 
the employers of labour will in this oncjear 
ray the largo sunt of £837,(00 in wages mors 
than hut, owing to the advanced rote and scar- 
citj, Atiausinic. time, bo nad his brother 
c/nKicrs asBL-it that they hare hoi the means to 
impnrt immigrant fieo labourers. Is not this 
a gross iinonoisteney; The tenth part of tho 
above latgo sum would inipuit as nanny ns 
would senoibly relieve the labour rnarkut. 

There is another remark haa occurred to uto 
to make. Owing to tho change of ministry, it 
is probable that trior* will be as much delay in 
peteuadine the flrtveniincnt to renew tranupor- 
taliun as in arranging an eqUitnblo schema of 
immigration. Hut we have lost loo much 
lime nLTO&dy.
